There is 
an 
exodus 
of 
Italian* 
from Turkey. 


The only tiling one can say w ith 
certainty about the shrewd Italian 
chieftain is that he w on’t com m it 
him self until he is perfectly sure 
on which side his bread is butter­ 
ed. 
It would indeed seem that there 
is nothing which succeeds like suc­ 
cess, judg ing from the w ay allied 
stock takes a tum ble am ong som e 
onlookers in our 
country 
every 
tim e the nazi m ilitary steam -roller 
crushes 
another 
defense. 
W ell, 
after all. w hat should anybody ex­ 
pect ? 
Herr H itler has been preparing 
for w ar for seven years. 
He has 
g iven this program everything he 
personally had and everything the 
reich had, 
until he has created 
w hat is perhaps the m ost perfect 
m ilitary m achine ever constructed. 
It would Indeed he strang e if such 
a m achine didn’t win victories, and 
still more victories. 
But as som ebody has remarked, 
it's the fellow who w ins the last
